‘Restaurants’ Today-‘Bars Tomorrow?

don’t mind eating in a half completed 
building amidst hustling workmen you can patronize 
any of the several dozen new “restaurants” which 
have sprung up in Lower Bucks County the past 
month. 
^ 
A drive down any of the major traffic arteries 
in the area will reveal a surprisingly large number 
of new restaurants open for business. 
At least seven new “restaurants” were spotted 
on a tour of Newportville Road, between Five Points, 
Levittown and Route 413, and then down Route 413 
to Route 13. 


In some of the restaurants, most of which were 
only vacant field or unoccupied buildings several 
months ago, you will find white, cloth covered 
tables sitting on a bare concrete floor. Unpainted 
cinder block walls greet you under the g are of 
exposed lighting fixtures. 


You Can Eat 
But you can order food and you will be served. 
That is the important thing—the ability to serve 
food and to accommodate at least 30 persons at one 
time constitutes a restaurant in the eyes of the 
Pennsylvania Liquor Control Board. 
And it is the liquor board most of the new 


restaurants are^ trying to convince. To be eligible 
for liquor license to open a tavern, taproom, saloon, 
cafe or cocktail lounge or whatever name they use, 
they must show they have been operating a restau­ 
rant-on the premises. 


The liquor control board has been beseiged with 
numerous requests for liquor licenses from Lower 
Bucks County. The board will issue licenses May I. 


Result Of Census 


The splurge of requests is a by-product of the 
special U.S. Census taken in many municipalities 
last year. The census was taken to bring more state 


aid to the communities where population had zoom­ 
ed upwards. 
But, it also made the area eligible for addi­ 
tional liquor licenses at the rate of one for each 
new thousand residents. In Bristol Township alone 
this amounted to more than 40 new licenses. 
It is not easy to get a license. The restaurant 
requirement is only one. In addition, applicants 
must pay a fee varying between $300 and $400 a 
year and must post a $2,000 bond. 
The restaurant, in addition to being able to 
seat 30 persons, must have at least 400 square feet
